After  cultivating  three 
years  we  transplanted  them  to  where  they  now  set 
in  a row  on  each  side  of  the  driveway,  sixteen  feet 
apart.  The  tree  branches  at  the  base  are  lying  on 
the  ground  and  they  now  measure  nine  feet,  so 
that  they  overlap  two  feet. 

We  did  not  expect  to  see  the  day  when  these 
branches  would  shake  hands,  but  in  a year  or  two 
they  will  touch  elbows.  The  trees  average  twenty 
feet  in  height.  Not  a branch  of  any  of  these  trees 
has  decayed.

At  the  end  of  the  first  year  they  will  have 
developed  sufficient  fibrous  roots  so  they  will 
be  ready  to  set  out  where  wanted  "perma- 
nently. Great  care  should  be  taken  to  have 
the  ground  in  proper  condition  for  planting. 

Spade  it  deep,  rake  it  fine  and  level  and  after- 
ward see  that  the  trees  are  tramped  firmly 
into  the  soil.
